He said that he did not question his 
ability lo preserve order and protect 
foreign interests here.

IDAHO TIMBER TESTS. 


R e la tiv e V a lu e of the State's C o m m e r ­ 
cial W o o d s to Be D eterm ined. 
The State University of Idaho, locat 
ed at Moscow, has just entered into a 
co-operative agreement with the Unit­ 
ed States forest service to carry on a 
series of tests to determine the rela­ 
tive value of the commercial timbers 
of the state. 
All the tests will be 
made at the university in accordance 
with the methods used by the govern­ 
ment, and at least once a year a test­ 
ing engineer of the forest service will 
make a careful inspection and report 
upon the progress* of the work. 
These tests will be of considerable 
value in ascertaining for what pur­ 
poses and uses the timbers of Idaho 
are best adopted, says a forest service 
bulletin. 
Bridge stringers will be test­ 
ed to determine the fitness of different 
species for the construction of trestles 
and bridges. The spike holding power 
will also be Investigated to determine 
Just what species can be advantageous­ 
ly used for railroad ties, and tests 
will l>e made to determine the relative 
hardness, which property is very im 
portant in material used for paving 
blocks. 
The forest service at other 
laboratories in various parts of the 
country is making tests on important 
timbers from other sections, and by 
co-operating with the service the uni­ 
versity will secure results which will 
furnish an accurate basis for compar­ 
ing Idaho timber with timber from 
other states. 
At this period, when the supply of 
different species which practical util­ 
ization has shown to be well adapted 
to the needs of various industries is 
being rapidly exhausted, substitutes for 
the disappearing species are being 
eagerly sought. 
The timber tests as 
carried on by the government are de­ 
signed to show how hard, tough, stiff 
aud strong different woods are, in this 
way making it possible to determine 
Intelligently 
what species will best 
serve as substitutes for the ones near­ 
ing exhaustion. 
The results of the in 
vestlgations will be published from 
time to time and distributed to the in­ 
dividuals and corporations interested in 
the use of forest products.

The Duluth Herald Saturday evening 
says that under the ruling “ 1(H) or mote 
of the saloons of St. 
Louis county, 
which were supposed to be duly licensed 
are nothing more than blind p igs.” 
Inquiry of City Clerk Spencer this 
morning elicited the information that 
over half the saloon licenses in Brain- 
erd w«iuld be affected by the ruling if 
it should be sustained by the supreme 
court. 
More than twenty of the li­ 
censes issued is this city and now in 
force have been issued on surety bonds, 
which were considered better and safer 
that individual bonds. 
These bonds 
| were all issued by four or five compan­ 
ies and if only the first one issued is 
valid it as easily seen that a large ma­ 
jority of them would be void under 
the ruling.

“ Under the law, the per­ 
sons operating the saloons where the 
bonds are invalidated will have to go 
through the same procedure that they 
followed in the first place get their li­ 
censes.

The Herald also says, in discussing 
the matter: “ Under the law, the per­ 
sons operating the saloons where the 
bonds are invalidated will have to go 
through the same procedure that they 
followed in the first place get their li­ 
censes. They will have to re-advertise 
their applications, present them to the 
board with a satisfactory bond, and 
await the action of the county commis­ 
sioners." 
In the instance in court the saloon 
was to be located outside any corporate 
village or city, hence the reference to 
the board of county commissioners in­ 
stead of the city council.

V alu e as D ispatch B earer In T im e of 
W a r Established. 
In talking of the run of an American 
automobile from New York to Fort 
Leavenworth bearing a message from 
General Grant, which was concluded 
a few days ago, a prominent automo­ 
bilist said: 
“It is interesting to trace the develop­ 
ment of carrying the army dispatches 
Since the days of ancient Greece, when 
that heroic runner carried the news of 
victory from Marathon to Athens aud 
dropped dead in his tracks wheu the 
message was delivered, the develop­ 
ment of wartime dispatch bearing has 
been a topic of most absorbing interest. 
“Following the Greek runners until 
almost the end of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury. the horse was the chief depend­ 
ence in dispatch bearing. Then the fa­ 
mous bicycle relay bearing the message 
from General Howard to General Miles 
opened up new possibilities, and bicycle 
corps were organized throughout the 
United States army and in several Eu­ 
ropean countries. 
“The recent test of the automobile, 
tearing the 
message 
from General 
Grant at Governors island to the com­ 
manders of all army posts between 
there and Fort Leavenworth. Kan., 
seems to reach the culminating point 
in the development of the army dis­ 
patch bearer. 
In order to make this a 
thorough test the rim was started when 
the roads and weather conditions could 
not possibly have teen worse. 
Plow­ 
ing through mountains of snow, hub 
deep in mud or laboring over rutted Ice, 
this twentieth century Mercury has 
more than fulfilled the most sanguine 
expectations and has shown Itself to be 
a most competent auxillary of the tele 
graph and the railroad as a message 
bearer in time of war. 
“Not only as a dispatch bearer does 
the automobile seem to be the army 
vehicle of the century, this test prov 
Ing, as it did. tin* dependability of the 
modern motor car. 
The automobile 
ambulance will be a factor In the fu­ 
ture, and In this respect the American 
car stands head and shoulders above 
the French aud German cars, as the 
highroad clearance makes it possible 
for an American ear to go where some 
of the foreign cars could not possibly 
travel. 
This makes tin* automobile 
capable of coping with any road or 
field condition. 
Its superior speed and 
comfort should make It a tremendous 
factor in the saving of lives. 
“As to the practicability of armoring 
the motor car, it Is still an open ques­ 
tion. 
Whether or not harveyized pro­ 
tection would compensate for the extra 
weight there is still a doubt. Probably 
this question will be solved by making 
the ambulance of the future for war 
service proof against the ordinary mili­ 
tary bullet. 
Further protection than 
this would be Impractical.”

Of course th«*se tents are merely 
makeshifts.

these on 
their backs always 
come Other canvas shelters, which give 
them m ore protection. 
But out in the 
Philippines, for instance, where tra n s­ 
portation facilities are bad, it takes 
au exceedingly l«>ng tim e for these 
Other tents to get to the scene of their 
need, and usually by the time they get 
there tin* soldiers have “hiked** to some 
other territory. 
Altogether it w as long ago set down 
as a military fact that the regulation 
tent was unsatisfactory and that the 
transportation of bett«*r sln ite r was a 
thing which ought to be obviated.

meanings of the character. 
Miller has been a student of Chinese 
for tvv«> years. lie was graduated from 
Columbia last sum m er, but Is continn 
lug bis work in o rd er to obtain a de­ 
gree of Ph. P 
At Livingston hall, the 
university dorm itory, the other night 
he said: 
"1 !>egnn studying Chinese tw o years 
ago and soon realized the enormity ot 
the task. 
There are 20,000 characters 
in the Chinese language. In nn effort 
to invent some ap p aratu s to enable one 
to read Chinese w ithout thinking or 
studying I hit upon the translating ma­ 
chine. 
"I believe I have found the under 
lying principle which will make Chi 
nose as simple as one’s A II C’s. The

California is fleet mad and proud of 
i t 
From Ran Diego to Ran Francisco 
the whole coast population la Uke a 
child awaiting the Christmas dawn 
Ears have been straining toward Mag­ 
dalena bay to catch the first official 
assurance that the plans for entertain­ 
ment at the ports have not been made 
in vain, and now* that that assurance 
is gtven there will be a letting loose 
of such enthusiasm as is rarely heard 
of even in this land of strong likes 
and cordial natures. 
People of the east who have not 
been in California In the last few 
months can scarcely 
Im * aware of the 
immense popular Interest taken In the 
coming of the great Atlantic fleet of 
battleships and the naval satellites 
that will assemble with them here and 
there. 
It Is remarkable. 
Gold mining 
enterprises, land projects, sales of new 
additions to cities, the growing of 
more orange orchards and all kindred 
efforts In this land of tireless enegy 
have temporarily taken secondary place 
in the thoughts of Californians. 
And this interest does not stop where 
the eastern boundary line of Califor­ 
nia 
runs. 
From 
New 
Mexico and 
Arizona, their cities and their lonely 
deserts, thousands are 
laying their 
plans to see Hear Admiral Evans* ar 
inuda. 
Tucson, Phenix, Albuquerque 
and Santa Fe will come In force to 
lend variety aud color to tho army of 
interested visitors. 
Even In Hie peni­ 
tentiary at Yuma the convicts are 
eager for any word they can get about 
the comings and goings of the fleet, 
writes a Los Angeles correspondent of 
the New York Herald, 
lf there is a 
man. woman or child of American 
birth in the great southwestern desert 
who has not heard how the Pacific 
coast Is to echo with the greetings to 
and from the ships of war, he or she 
has not Peen found. 
It was for Secretary Metcalf and 
Rear Admiral Evans to add to or mar 
the pleasurable anticipation of Califor­ 
nia. Should It have been decided to 
run straight through to San Francisco 
from Magdalena Pay there would have 
been sore hearts at San Diego, Los 
Angeles and the ocean side* towns be­ 
tween. 
Reing the first considerable port on 
the way, San Diego will extend the In­ 
itial welcome to the men-of-war. 
Com­ 
ing in sight of that city, Rear Admiral 
Evans and his 1 4 .0 ( h) officers and men 
will catch their first glimpse of Ameri­ 
can soil since they steamed out of 
sight of the Atlantic coast states. San 
Diego believes the seamen will be In 
the mood for a welcome home, and the 
city is making great preparations to 
give It. 
The smaller towns lying between 
San Diego and San Francisco are not 
asking the privilege of entertaining 
the men ashore, but they tiope and 
pray that the battleships will steam 
close enough to the shore to show the 
outlines of their huge hulks or ut least 
to send out visible lines of smoke in 
friendly greeting. 
In Los Angeles $50,000 will be spent 
to receive and entertain officers and 
men. Long Reach. San Pedro, Redon­ 
do, Venice, Ocean Park and Santa 
Monica are jealous competitors for the 
honor of harboring the battleships. 
San Pedro, where the government is 
just completing a costly breakwater. 
b o asts that its harbor will take care of 
eleven of the ships if not all of them. 
The other ports are crying against any 
monopoly, and each demands that it 
shall be allowed its quota of the naval 
visitors. 
Los Angeles is more than a dozen 
miles from the roust. The fleet cannot 
come to It, but it expects to go to the 
fleet—the 
mountain 
to 
Mohammed. 
For weeks citizens of Los Angeles 
have been racing with the Incoming 
visitors from other states to engage 
rooms at the ocean resorts for t lie ex­ 
press purpose of being able to see the 
fleet. It would be hard now to get any 
sort of desirable vantage point except 
In the “standing room only” depart­ 
ment. 
The capacious street car facilities 
will be taxed to the breaking point 
to carry passengers to lookout spots 
when the ships are scheduled to loom 
into view. Similarly they will lie taxed 
to bring the rear admiral and the offi­ 
cers and men to Los Angeles, for the 
lity Is determined the armada shall 
bot go forth without trying the hospi­ 
tality of the town.

Although California is giving Its im 
mediate m aterial enterprises second 
thought In deference to the fleet, It is 
not forgetting that the visit of the 
battleships will call attention as noth 
Ing else could to the growing impor 
tance of the western coast In the fu

California 
frankly admits It expects to be reek 
oned with more seriously In the future 
as the one»great result of the battle­ 
ship tour. 
”Thls coast bas been lost sight of too 
long.” Is the way scores of representa­ 
tive men have expressed i t

fleet’s visit will be the biggest possible 
advertisem ent for us commercially and 
otherwise, but whatever benefit we de­ 
rive will be shared by the nation at 
large. The Pacific coast and Its Inter­ 
ests are looming so large th at It would 
be national folly longer to disregard 
their Importance. New iini>etus will be 
given to us when the Panam a canal Is 
completed. 
“We of the Pacific hope th at the na 
tion will continue at peace. We do not 
want war, but we are not closing our 
eyes to the fact that It may come soon­ 
er than most of us expect. 
Anti It is 
more than likely that when it dues 
come California aud the other western 
coast states will be at the center of na 
val and land activities. 
We are toe 
great to be unprotected.” 
The foregoing Is a fair composite ex 
pression of the views entertained and 
voiced by Robert Wankowski, briga­

Improvements Malta Canvas Carriad 
by Soldiars as Snug aa Brick Walla. 
Transporting Parmanant Bhaltars In 
Woks of Expositions Not Naesssary. 


An American soldier’* life in the 
field will be m ade as snug aa th at of 
(he dweller within brick walla, and a 
serious problem of all big military 
movements—the transportation of tents 
-w ill be solved by a new type of can­ 
vas shelter which is new being made 
at the Schuylkill arsenal, Q ray’a Ferry 
and W ashington avenues, In Philadel­ 
phia. 
Captain J. R It. H an n aj, who la in 
charge of the arsenal, or the Phila­ 
delphia quarterm aster’s depot, as it is 
officially designated. Is the man who 
designed the new tent. 
A fter working 
out the problem he took the plana to 
W ashington, and the result was that 
the ofliclals of the w ar departm ent au­ 
thorized 
him 
to 
m anufacture tent 
equipment for one regiment, according 
to bls ideas, says the Philadelphia 
Press, 
If it is found ufter this regi­ 
ment has given tile new tent a satis­ 
factory trial that it upholds the expec­ 
tations. then tills canvas shelter will be 
adopted for general use In the army. 
Under Captain Ilannay’s direction 
the first output of the tents is now 
tieing made. 
These will be sent to 
Cuba, 
and 
the commanding officer 
there will select a regiment having 
hard service In prospect to give them 
the try-out. 
However, this is simply 
the formality which all military inno­ 
vations have to go through, for the war 
department never adopts anything un 
less it is absolutely certain of its mer­ 
it, and those who have seen the new 
tent are certain that It is iiountl to lie- 
come the regulation American army 
shelter and that the troops of other na­ 
tions will soon adopt it. 
Those who have seen encampments 
of the state notional guard are famil­ 
iar with tho type of tents which the 
soldiers of I'nolo Sam sleep in when 
they go far afield. 
These are com­ 
posed of two pieces, which are carried 
by two soldiers as parts of their equip­ 
ment, together with wooden poles for 
holding them up. 
These when formed are closed In the 
back, but remain open in the front. 
Only two sections can be fitted togeth­ 
er—that is, a tent can be made of the 
canvas, carried by two soldiers, and no 
more. 
And there is no way in which 
the front can be closed against winds 
and storms unless the soldiers them­ 
selves devise some scheme. 
Of course these tents are merely 
makeshifts. 
After the soldiers who 
j carry these on their hacks always 
! come other canvas shelters, which give 
them more protection. 
But out in the 
Philippines, for instance, where trans­ 
portation facilities are bad, it takes 
an exceedingly long time for these 
other tents to get to the scene of their 
need, and usually by the time they get 
there the soldiers have “hiked” to some 
other territory.
